As the fourth son of Squire and Sarah Boone, he 
helped with the family farm. From the age of ten until 
they moved to North,Carolina five years later, Daniel 
was responsible for the family’s cattle, Spending his 
days guarding the grazing herd, the young Boone had 
an opportunity to develop the woodsman’s skills, 
which he used for the rest of his life. 

In North Carolina, he honed the skills he had 
developed in Pennsylvania, Before finishing his 
teens Daniel was an accomplished hunter who 
loved nothing better than to go on“long hunts” 
that lasted for months. 

Daniel could remember his most famous 
tong hunt, the one that made him a worldwide 
celebrity. As he had said in his book: 

“It was on the first of May, in the year 1769, 
that | resigned my domestic happiness for a time, and 
left my family and peaceable habitation.on the 
Yadkin River, in North-Carolina, to wander through 
the wilderness of America, in quest of the country of 
Kentucke ..." 

He had wandered for two years, finding 
Kentucky and spending over a year exploring its 
woods, streams, and rivers. When he returned to 
North Carolina it took four years for his family to 
migrate to Kentucky, where they founded the town 
of Boonesborough. During his quarter century In 
Kentucky, Daniel served two terms in the Virginia 
legislature (although called the Kentucky District, It 
was part of Virginia until becoming the fifteenth 
state In 1792),

BE IT ORDAINED by the City

Business/Commercial: A business or 
commercial establishment located in 
a business or commercial zone and 
being licensed by the city. 
Commercial Contractor: A person 
licensed and permitted by the city to 
collect commercial garbage within 
the corporate limits of the city, 
Garbage: \ncludes all waste accu- 
mulations of animal, frult and/or veg- 
etable matter that attend the prepa- 
ration, use, cooking, dealing in or 
storage of meat, fowl, fish; fruits, or 
vegetables; also tin cans or other 
containers originally used for food- 
stuffs, including waste and discard- 
ed materials including rubbish: 
Home Occupation: A business, pro- 
fession, occupation, or trade, con- 
ducted within the living area of.a 
dwelling or within an accessory 
structure where a_ residential 
garbage fee is being charged.

The Elba Tigers saw a furious 
fourth quarter rally fall three 
points short Friday night in a 
wild 42-39 loss to the Luverne 
Tigers, at Glen Daniel Stadium 
in Luverne.
